were court-martialled, and their atmy | 
careers ruined. 

Or, at least they would have been 
ruined, but for the public outcry that 
ensued! The press took up, their 
case, and not a newspaper in the 
country. but what was upon their side. 
Even. The Times broke with all its 
traditions, and hitterly denounced 
the military authorities,. warning 
them in a most remarkable and out. 
spoken leading article that the tem- 
per of the people was such that mur- 
der would. probably be done unless 
Messrs. Perry and Greer were re- 
instated. 

Meanwhile no otficer of the 46th 
dared show himself in uniform in the 
streets of Windsor, where the regi- 
ment was stationed, and even officers 
of other corps, who had_ nothing di- 
rectly to do with the affair, became 
the objects of gibes and jeers of the 
populace, Eventually, ‘however, the 
sentences were reversed, and quiet 
therebv restored 

Another sensational court-martial 
was that in which a certain Cantain 
Robinson was the principal figure: 
This also was a “‘ragging’’ case, but 
unlike Messrs. Perry and Greer, Mr. 
Robinson made no attempt to defend 
himself while he was being “ragged” ; 
so, as it was determined to hound | 
him from the service, he was tried 
on a charce of “submitting to un- 
gentlemanly conduct by his brother 
officers.” 

To the ordinary civilian mind it 
seems as if the officers who had been 
guilty of the ungentlemanly conduct 
were the blameworthy parties rather 
than the one who under compulsion 
submitted to it, but this was not the 
light that the army authorities re- 

arded the matter in. After a trial 
asting thirty days they found the 
prisonerjguilty, and the usual sen- 
tence of dismissal was pronounced; 
but again the ‘public arose in its 
wrath, and once more the sentence 
was annulled. 

A quite different type of court- 
martial, but one that aroused fully 
as much general interest, was that 
which sat at Chatham for the trial of | 
Colonel Templar, chief inspector of 
the Army School of Military Balloon.

Bassano will ba incorporated as 
a town in the near future. This 
will mean an élection of the first 
mayor and a town council, num- 
bering six. When the vime comes 
for the ratepayers to select those 
who will serve themon the new 
council, they will no doubt see 
thataspirants for municipal honors 
declare themselves on this ques- 
tion of u light and water. franchise 
before asking them for their votes. 
And they will also probably see 
that only those are elected who 
can be depended upon to turn down 
any application such .as. the one 
under consideration, to.capture the 
public utilities of the place. 

The arguments advanced by the 
promoter ot the enterprise were 
put convincing enough'to establish 
a good reason for the granting of 
the franchise. Althougli it would 
be desirable to have gas and water 
at opce, no person, so far as known, 
is at present suffering-from insom- 
hia because the town has rote got 
them. There seems no reason for 
any extraordinary rush. 

Might it not be a good plan for 
the council, before doing anything 
further, to ascertain ‘ definitely 
whether it would not be possible 
for the town to make an urrange- 
ment with the. P. K.-teserve the 
town until such time as it was fin- 
ancially in a. position 4o have a 


* well ofitsown? ‘The railway com- 


pany already hasa good flow of 
gas, and to see if the town could 
not arrange to use a portion of it 
would seem to be the most natural 
and logical first step to take in 
this connection, 

It would not cost an\thing more 
than acouple of postage stamps, at 
any rate, and if nothing came of 
jt, it would be time enough to con- 
sider other means of; procuring 
these conveniences. 

One thing is certain: “In the gas 
underlying the town, Bassano pos- 
sesses its biggest asset, and to tie 
itself up to buy from.a private 
company for twenty-five years 
something it already possesses and 
which can be made available at 
comparatively small! cost, consid- 
ering what most towns have to 
pay for similar benefits, would be 
the height of folly. ee,

Some have learned, what knowledge 
they possess from ambulance associa: 
tions. Those bonesetters who under- 
take minor surgical cases: only do a

eated cases. Dislocations are treated 
without being reduced, and permau- 
ent disablement sometimes results.”
